IT  was  pointed  out  recently  by  Paul 
V.  McNutt,  Chairman  of  the  War 
Manpower  Commission,  that  planned 
apprentice-training  programs  which  in¬ 
clude  both  vocational  and  academic 
secondary  schooling  and  on-the-job 
training  are  proving  one  answer  to  war 
industry’s  demands  for  youthful  war 
workers  in  many  areas. 

Under  the  apprentice-training  pro¬ 
grams,  the  young  man — sixteen  or  sev¬ 
enteen  years  of  age — is  given  planned 
job-training,  supplemented  by  voca¬ 
tional  school-training  in  subjects  which 
are  related  to  the  trade  he  is  learning. 
State  councils  require,  in  programs  for 
sixteen-year  old  boys,  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  high  school  subjects  be 
studied  to  permit  the  boys  to  graduate 
from  high  school. 

These  programs  should  prove  some¬ 
thing  of  an  answer  also  to  graphic  arts 
plants  that  are  in  need  of  additional 
workers. 

And  here  is  another  thought  for 
alert  printers. 

The  Committee  for  Economic  Devel¬ 
opment — the  national  organization  that 
has  been  set  up  by  leaders  of  industry 
to  prepare  postwar  plans  for  business 
and  industry — has  a  concrete,  workable 


program  to  help  business  provide  jobi 
just  as  soon  as  the  shooting  stops.  “OneV 
part  of  this  program,”  it  points  out,  “is!  I 
to  stimulate  private  business,  on  a  com- 
pany-by-company  basis  in  each  com> 
munity,  to  plan  now  for  postwar  em¬ 
ployment.” 

To  do  this,  the  Committee  is  organ¬ 
izing  a  C.E.D.  in  each  community.  Its 
goal  is  a  C.E.D.  in  every  town  of  10,000 
or  more  persons.  ’

Production 

Control 

by  MANNIE  HUBBELL 


The  following  is  the  second  installment  of 
the  talk  given  by  Mannie  Hubbell  of  Mere¬ 
dith  Publishing  Company,  Des  Moines,  be¬ 
fore  the  “Job  Planning  and  Production  Con- 
troT’  clinic  of  the  conference  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Association  of  Printing  House 
Craftsmen  held  in  Memphis,  August  10-12. 
The  first  installment  of  Mr.  HubbelTs  talk, 
dealing  with  Job  Planning,  appeared  in  the 
September  issue  of  the  GAM. 


★  Production  Control  is  very  closely  re¬ 
lated  to  Job  Planning.  However,  its 
method  of  functioning  requires  the  use 
of  an  entirely  different  set  of  princi¬ 
ples;  and  under  Principles,  a  new  out¬ 
line  of  Methods,  Methods  of  applying 
and/or  Accomplishment. 

The  principles  listed  and  discussed 
are  not  tabulated  in  any  order  of  im¬ 
portance.  The  last  may  be  more  im¬ 
portant  than  the  first,  depending  on 
how  it  might  apply  to  your  particular 
concern. 

A  leading  principle  is  Tools  Applied. 
Under  this  heading  come:  (a)  stand¬ 
ards  of  expectation,  (b)  actual  realiza¬ 
tion,  (c)  adjustment  of  “b”  over  a 
projected  to  a  reasonable  conclusion. 
In  other  words,  we  must  plan  our  sched¬ 
ules,  joh  acceptances,  and  delivery 
promises  on  a  basis  of  what  we  are  get¬ 
ting  instead  of  what  we  think  we  ought 
to  get  in  the  way  of  production. 

An  offshoot  of  this  principle  is  the 
Breakup  of  Schedule  by  Departments. 
This  makes  each  department  responsi¬ 
ble  for  getting  its  part  of  a  job  com¬ 


pleted  within  the  time  allowable  for 
that  unit  part. 

Vital  as  a  production  control  is  the 
series  of  Central  Control  Sheets.  Meth¬ 
ods  of  application  are  varied  and  many; 
they  include:  (a)  specification  ticket 
which  is  designed  for  automatic  control 
through  a  step-by-step  recording  of 
movement,  (b)  page  by  page  (by  unit 
of  operation)  follow-up  on  all  products 
of  eight  pages  or  more,  (c)  four-hour 
checkups  on  the  progress  and  activity 
of  key  units  of  work,  and  (d)  a  run¬ 
ning  load  inventory  on  each  piece  of 
equipment  of  importance  in  Production 
Control. 

The  Tickler  File  rates  as  a  “must” 
in  the  smooth  operation  of  a  planning 
department.  This  consists  simply  of  a 
series  of  folders  numbered  from  1  to  31 
for  the  days  of  the  month  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  folder  for  each  of  the  twelve 
months.  Then  add  a  few  folders  for 
holding  material  tickled  for  more  than 
a  year  and  the  thing  is  complete.  As 
an  additional  safeguard  on  a  few  things 
that  are  of  greatest  importance,  it

Bam  thllers  by 
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might  be  well  to  note  on  your  calendar 
pad  that  a  certain  important  paper  will 
come  from  the  tickler  that  day.  Even 
the  best  of  secretaries  sometimes  mis¬ 
files  a  paper;  or  it  might  become  at¬ 
tached  to  other  papers  by  catching  onto 
the  clip.  The  Tickler  File  is  a  genuine 
aid  as  a  work  organizer,  and  is  indis¬ 
pensable  to  the  man  or  woman  who  has 
many  details  which  must  be  properly 
followed  up. 

As  in  Job  Planning,  it  is  also  true 
that  the  principle  of  Conferences  with 
Department  Heads  is  one  that  ranks 
near  the  top  in  importance  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  Production  Control  phase  of 
printing  plant  operation.  Accomplish¬ 
ment  in  this  respect  includes:  (a)  per¬ 
sonal  contact  as  well  as  putting  in  writ¬ 
ing  information  on  special  contact 
items,  (b)  exchanging  knowledge  and 
information  concerning  scheduling  and 
planning  problems,  and  (c)  issuing  of 
specific  data  to  production,  shipping 
and  customer  departments.  It  is  much 
more  satisfactory  in  the  management 
phase  if  the  organization  is  set  up  on  a 
coordinated  basis  rather  than  depend¬ 
ing  entirely  on  a  cooperative  basis. 
Coordination  establishes  a  line  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  action. 

A  highly  important  function  of  pro¬ 
duction  control  is  that  of  Training  Rec~ 
ommendations.  This  should  be  done 
systematically,  forecasting  the  probable 
advance  load  by  types  of  equipment, 
changing  trends  in  kind  of  work,  sug¬ 
gesting  cross-training,  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  understudies  on  every  job 
of  key  importance.  This  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  regularly  to  the  supervisory  ex¬ 
ecutives  and  the  personnel  or  employ¬ 
ment  department. 

A  record  for  use  in  cooperating  with 
the  maintenance  department  should  be 
kept.  This  would  show  all  equipment 
in  need  of  repairs,  hours  necessary  to 
make  repair,  and  availability  of  parts. 
Plans  and  arrangements  made  with  the 
maintenance  department  should  then 


be  incorporated  in  with  balance  of 
scheduling  tools. 

Special  records  of  time  on  new,  in- 
frequent,  or  changed-in-method  proc¬ 
esses  may  be  compiled  and  used  for 
future  judgment  in  planning.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  a  test  of  hand  addressing  enve¬ 
lopes  versus  type  addressing  envelopes 
was  made  using  about  60,000  envelopes. 
The  type  addressing  showed  a  produc¬ 
tion  of  approximately  15%  more  than 
the  hand.  Of  course,  in  making  such 
a  test  in  your  plant,  it  is  vital  to  keep 
in  mind  the  base  speed  of  the  typists.  1 
It  is  evident  that  a  50-word  typist  will  ' 
produce  less  than  a  75-word  typist.  This 
same  basic  fact  must  apply  to  any  com¬ 
parisons  of  operations. 

Another  principle  of  Production  Con¬ 
trol  is  the  using  of  Forms  and  Tags. 
These  should  be  used  to  show  changes 
made  during  a  press  run,  differences  of 
copy  on  combination  jobs,  differenl 
stocks  fan  item  which  may  be  of  inter¬ 
est  to  the  bindery  man  when  the  job 
gets  that  far) ,  makeovers  of  advertisers, 
automatic  counting,  and  any  number  of 
others. 

One  of  the  best  work  load  levelers  is 
the  use  of  stock  conirol  records.  When 
you  deliver  a  job,  find  out,  if  possible, 
how  long  the  cuslomer  ihinks  the  stock 
will  last  him.  Then  you  set  up  your 
tickler  and  check  with  him  sixty  days 
ahead  of  that  lime  lo  see  if  you  can 
get  a  reorder.  If  you  do,  you  can  use 
it  for  more  or  less  of  a  filler  job,  just 
so  you  get  delivery  before  ihe  sixty-day 
period  expires.  This  helps  in  Selling  as 
well  as  in  Production  Control. 

A  story  on  this  sid)ject  would  not  be 
complete  without  the  inclusion  of  the 
item  Inspection  Reports.  In  this  classi¬ 
fication  comes  the  checking  of  mate¬ 
rials,  engravings,  type,  cuts,  ink,  proofs, 
printing  plates,  printed  signatures  and 
many  others.  Many  otherwise  comfort¬ 
able  schedules  are  torn  to  shreds  as  a

Texas  Printer  Doubles 
Business 

by  MRS.  ERVIN  HICKMAN 


★  Major  Ernest  N.  Reeves,  who  owns 
and  operates  the  streamlined  Reeves 
Printing  Company  at  906  North  Jeffer¬ 
son  Street  in  San  Angelo,  Texas,  has 
doubled  his  printing  business  in  the 
first  ten  months  of  this  year,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  same  period  of  last 
year. 

“Business  has  been  flourishing  during 
these  10  months,”  says  Major  Reeves. 
“I  can  attribute  a  doubling  of  my  com¬ 
mercial  printing  to  a  number  of  things. 
One  is  ration  book  covers.  They  have 
helped  the  printing  business  in  my 
area  considerably.  Also,  most  business 
houses  in  the  San  Angelo  area  are  ad¬ 
vertising  in  various  forms  to  promote 
the  sale  of  war  bonds  and  stamps.  For 
instance,  1  printed  up  a  large  number 
of  ‘Japanese  Hunting  License’  forms. 
And  1  indirectly  helped  sell  thousands 
of  war  stamps  as  a  result.  1  received  a 
profit  from  the  sales  as  well  as  favor¬ 
able  publicity.  In  addition,  our  city  has 
two  nice  army  airfields,  each  of  which 
has  a  large  payroll  each  month.  The 
result  is  some  nice  printing  business. 
Recently  I  moved  to  a  downtown  loca¬ 
tion  right  across  from  our  fine  court¬ 
house;  and  this  has  helped  materially,” 
Reeves  concluded. 

The  story  of  Major  Reeves*  printing 
career  is  honeycombed  with  a  true  Ho- 
ratio-Algier  series  of  obstacles  that 
would  have  made  most  men  give  up  the 
struggle  for  existence. 


He  was  born  July  21,  1895,  in  Texas, 
in  the  town  of  Independence,  which 
name  seemed  destined  to  play  an  im¬ 
portant  role  in  his  life.  His  father  was  a 
printer,  so  the  young  man  literally 
grew  up  in  a  printshop.  While  still  a 
young  man,  he  set  an  all-time  record  for 
printing  bank  deposit  slips  in  his 
father’s  shop. 

Major  Reeves  established  his  first 
printing  venture  in  1917  at  Kaufman, 
Texas,  with  $1,250  tied  up  in  equipment 
that  included  a  table  he  used  for  a  desk. 
One  of  his  first  jobs  in  the  new  plant 
was  printing  a  rural  route  catalogue  for 
merchants  in  the  town;  this  catalogue 
listed  rural  route  patrons  in  the  county 
and  carried  well-designed  advertise¬ 
ments  that  netted  Reeves  a  50  per  cent 
profit  on  the  venture.  In  addition  to  this 
yearly  contract  he  printed  an  annual 
catalogue  for  a  poultry  association  in 
the  county  and  received  a  yearly  con¬ 
tract  on  the  job. 

Reeves  had  been  in  the  133rd  Field 
Artillery,  Battery  “G”  during  World 
War  I.  He  is  still  a  member  of  that 
company;  but  has  never  received  his 
discharge  papers  because  they  were 
lost. 

While  on  leave  of  absence  from  his 
company.  Major  Reeves  fell  in  front  of 
a  fast  passenger  train  and  lost  both  legs. 
Three  days  in  a  hospital,  however,  was 
enough  for  the  West  Texas  printer;  he 
was  walking  in  less  than  three  months 
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I  Recaptured  in  the  modern  Bryant  organization  are  all  the  fine 

ideals  of  craftsmanship  and  business  integrity  —  all  the  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  improvement  and  progress  that  inspired  the  founders  of 
this  veteran  paper  mill. 

Today,  Bryant  is  doing  its  utmost  in  the  Victory  program  —  but 
with  thoughts  on  tomorrow.  The  demands  upon  Printing  for  a 
quick  after-war  reconversion  to  peacetime  economy  will  be  tre¬ 
mendous.

A  Plan  for  Printers 

by  A.  E.  HOLDEN 


*  A  simple,  practical  plan  that  printers 
everywhere  near  rural  sections  can  sell 
at  a  profit  is  the  one  that  the  Boyer 
Lumber  Company,  lumber  dealer  in 
Burr  Oak,  Michigan,  originated  four¬ 
teen  years  ago  and  has  been  using  since. 
It  is  a  plan  that  will  assure  repeat  or¬ 
ders  month  after  month,  and  year  after 
year  from  the  customers  established. 

The  plan  centers  about  a  circular, 
now  newspaper-page  size.  Here’s  how 
it  works: 

The  front  page,  called  the  “Farmer’s 
Exchange,”  is  given  over  100%  to  Boy¬ 
er’s  customers,  friends  and  prospects. 
That  is  their  page.  It  features  a  listing 
of  what  farmers  and  villagers  want  to 
sell  or  want  to  buy.  Just  classified 
forms,  like,  “team  of  horses,  10  and  11 
years  old.  Hollis  Newman,  1st  house  E. 
of  Sherman  Town  Hall”;  or,  “Exchange 
for  hen  turkey,  nice  young  Bronze  gob¬ 
bler.  Fannie  Copeland,  Bronson,  IV2 
mi.  E.  of  Mrs.  Jeffrey’s  store  on  M86.” 

If  space  permits,  one  to  three  nice 
display  ads  on  lumber,  fence  posts, 
building  materials,  etcetera,  are  in¬ 
serted  on  this  front  page. 

The  inside  or  second  page  is  reserved 
for  the  company’s  advertising.  This  oc¬ 
casionally  is  a  grand  spread  featuring 
some  seasonal  product,  such  as  paint 
announcing  “Color  for  America,”  or 
hardware,  lumber,  tools  or  other  timely 
items  that  farmers  need  for  premises 


and  home.  At  other  times,  it  consists  of 
small  boxed-in  advertisements  featur¬ 
ing  many  different  items  in  a  single  is¬ 
sue,  each  of  which  is  seasonal,  or  of 
timely  interest. 

The  Boyer  Lumber  Co.  states  that 
this  type  of  advertising  is  the  best  it 
has  ever  used,  because  it  is  so  personal, 
and  gives  the  reader  the  news  that  he 
wants  and  needs.  Once  when  the  com¬ 
pany  stopped  issuing  the  circular,  it 
received  many  requests  to  have  it  re¬ 
instated,  and  it  was. 

The  fact  that  the  company  has  con¬ 
tinued  the  use  of  this  circular  for  more 
than  14  years;  that  it  has  quadrupled  it 
in  size;  and  that  it  now  issues  2,000 
copies  each  two  weeks,  whereas  it  began 
with  a  few  hundred  copies,  proves  the 
value  of  the  idea  to  the  Boyer  Lumber 
Company.  These  are  distributed  by 
mail  to  some  2,000  selected  farmers  in 
a  25-mile  radius  around  Burr  Oak. 
Michigan,  and  later  out  of  Orland,  In¬ 
diana — a  branch  depot  established  a 
few  years  ago  to  handle  the  increasing 
volume  of  business  which  this  direct 
mail  program  helped  to  create.

In  order  to  sell  this  idea  to  merchants 
or  service  dealers  in  a  community,  it  h 
important,  first,  to  have  a  general  idea 
of  what  this  kind  of  advertising  can  do 
for  a  firm  that  sticks  to  advertising 
through  thick  and  thin,  through  good 
times  and  bad.  The  Boyer  firm,  as  a  re¬

On  Sheepskin  Printing 

★  I  would  like  to  add  my  two  cents  \ 
worth  to  your  advice  on  printing  on 
sheepskin  in  the  September  GAM. 

The  printer  is  making  a  mistake  by 
trying  to  print  the  job  instead  of  gold 
stamping  it.  The  gold  ink  or  bronze 
ink  used  by  printers  will  turn  black 
within  a  short  time  because  of  the  in¬ 
gredients  used  in  tanning  the  skin.  If 
he  must  print,  he  should  use  the  smooth 
side  of  the  skin,  but  he  may  run  into 
the  trouble  that  part  of  the  skin  may  be 
thicker  than  others. 

He  should  try  to  get  a  second-hand 
Kwikprint  gold  stamper.  Most  printers 
think  of  gold  stamping  as  something 
mysterious,  but  if  they  knew  how  sim¬ 
ple  it  was  they  would  all  have  one.  The 
average  person  can  quickly  learn  to  use 
one.  If  he  has  much  dance-program 
work  he  will  find  that  the  machine  will 
pay  for  itself  fast. 

In  gold  stamping  we  generally  use 
brass  dies  and  type,  but  we  are  now 
using  zincs  mounted  type  high  on 
metal,  and  we  also  use  regular  type.  On 
leather  we  use  genuine  gold  leaf,  which 
is  bought  by  the  roll.  To  stamp  on  the 
suede,  or  “fuzzy”  side  of  a  skin  is  dif¬ 
ficult  even  for  a  regular  gold  stamper, 
but  it  can  be  done,  although  it  will  not 
always  come  out  as  clean  as  if  it  were 
done  on  the  smooth  side.  Because  the 
stamper  is  a  hand  impression  machine 
the  operator  can  adjust  his  “sock”  on 
each  individual  piece  to  suit  the  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  skin.

A  Die-cuttin":  is  practical  on  any 
make  of  cylinder  press. 

There  is  practically  no  makeready 
required  if  rules  are  straight  and  lie 
level  on  the  press  bed.  A  top  sheet  of 
aluminum,  copper,  zinc  or  tin  is  re¬ 
quired,  as  the  rules  would  otherwise  cut 
through.  The  cutting  rules  should  be  of 
steel.  It  is  doubtful  if  you  can  get  any 
of  the  required  material  at  this  time.

Increase  Coating  Sensitivity? 

QCan  you  please  tell  me  how  we 
•  could  increase  the  sensitivity  of 
our  deep-etch  coating?  The  time  con¬ 
sumed  in  photocomposing  a  large  plate 
in  the  kind  of  work  that  ive  do  is  very 
long  and  we  would  welcome  a  method 
or  process  which  would  allow  us  to  cut 
down  on  the  time  of  exposure.  A  de¬ 
crease  of  exposure  time  of  just  one  min¬ 
ute  would  help  us  considerably  and 
would  relieve  the  strain  that  is  placed 
on  the  equipment  that  we  are  forced  to 
get  along  with.

A  Your  request  regarding  some 
.  method  of  increasing  the  sensi¬ 
tivity  of  deep-etch  coatings  has  been 
the  search  of  lithographers  for  many 
years.  There  are  probably  few  shops  in 
the  country  that  have  not  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  in  research  trying  to  find 
or  perfect  a  method  which  would 
shorten  their  time  of  exposure.  It  must 
be  taken  into  consideration  that  the 
problem  is  difficult  because  when  a 
plate  is  made  very  sensitive  it  must  be 
handled  with  much  caution.  After  ex¬ 
perimenting  with  many  chemicals, 
lithographers  have  found  that  some 
chemicals  when  added  to  the  regular 
coating  solution,  which  depends  on 
ammonium  bichromate  as  the  sensitiz¬ 
ing  agent,  will  speed  up  the  exposure 
time.  A  great  number  of  these  chem¬ 
icals  are  unfortwnately  not  compatible 
with  the  other  materials  of  the  solu¬ 
tion.  They  will  increase  the  sensitivity 
of  bichromate  but  at  the  same  time 
cause  damage  by  precipitating  the  gum. 
All  of  the  chemicals  that  I  have  ob¬ 
served  from  the  standpoint  of  sensitiv-

A  weak  water  solution  of  cupric  am¬ 
monium  sulphate  when  added  to  deep- 
etch  coating  solution  will  somewhat 
increase  the  sensitivity  of  bichromate. 
This  chemical  is  prepared  by  adding  a 
weak  solution  of  ammonia  to  a  weak 
solution  of  copper  sulphate.  Only  a  few 
drops  of  this  are  necessary  for  a  gallon 
of  coating  solution. 

When  using  this  method  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  that  all  white  light  be  eliminated 
in  the  platemaking  room  to  prevent  the 
plates  from  becoming  light-struck. 


Use  of  Starch 

QOne  of  our  men  is  very  secretive 
m  with  his  formulae,  and  /  noticed 
that  he  uses  quite  a  lot  of  starch  in  his 
work.

Some,  however,  such  as  cellophane, 
aluminum  and  similar  agents  are  diflB- 
cult  to  obtain.  Chalk  and  magnesium 
block  are  satisfactory.  The  magnesium 
block  is  very  inexpensive  and  is  recom¬ 
mended  to  rub  over  the  faulty  areas  of 
the  engraving,  thus  filling  in  the  area 
sufficiently  to  escape  the  failure,  yet 
reproduce  satisfactorily.

While  the  alternative  spellings  given 
are  correct,  the  forms  impostor  and  dis- 
tributor  are  generally  preferred.  In 
some  printshops  distinction  is  made  in 
the  use  of  dependent  as  an  adjective 
and  dependant  as  a  noun. 


R.  L.,  Davenport,  Iowa:  “In  the 
words  ‘sailor’  and  ‘sailer,’  is  there  not 
some  difference  in  meaning?” 

Sailor  signifies  a  seaman  or  mariner; 
sailer,  any  vessel  that  sails,  and  (rarely) 
a  sailor. 


J.  J.  M.,  Washington,  D.  C.:  “Would 
you  present  some  general  rules  on  punc¬ 
tuation?” 

The  subject  necessarily  covers  so 
much  ground  that  our  limited  column 
could  not  contain  it.  We  pass  on  this 
thought,  however:  Punctuation  should 
primarily  be  considered  as  a  direct  aid 
to  the  text  in  expressing  clarity  of 
thought.  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
modern  punctuation  gets  along  better 
with  few'er  commas.  (Compare  the 
pointing  of  current  literature  with  the 
King  James  Bible  text,  for  instance.) 
For  an  excellent — and  practically  ex¬ 
haustive — treatment  of  the  subject,  see 
the  chapter  on  “Modern  Punctuation” 
in  Joseph  Lasky’s  “Proofreading  and 
Copy-Preparation.”

Home-made  Ink  Spatulas 

★  Where  frequent  ink  changes  are 
made  on  a  press  during  the  day,  we 
have  found  it  convenient  to  use  a  sep¬ 
arate  ink  spatula  for  each  color  of  ink. 
This  saves  time  in  handling  and  clean¬ 
ing,  and  avoids  contamination. 

We  have  taken  old  hack  saw  blades 
10  inches  or  longer,  for  this  purpose, 
cut  them  in  half  and  in  a  few  seconds 
the  teeth  are  giound  away,  making  two 
useful  spatulas.  The  working  ends  may 
he  ground  square  or  round,  as  desired. 
The  flexibility  of  the  metal  makes  them 
very  effective.  The  holes  at  the  other 
ends  make  it  possible  to  hang  them  on 
brads  nailed  to  the  ink  cabinet.

Drawing  Tympan  Properly 

★  In  fifty-three  years  of  contact  with 
some  of  the  best  pressmen,  I  have  wit¬ 
nessed  many  futile  efforts  to  draw  the 


tympan  on  a  cylinder  press  properly, 
resulting  in  waste  of  time  and  the 
spoilage  of  specially  prepared  tympan 
stock. 

Here  is  the  way  to  eliminate  both: 

Draw  from  your  roll  of  tympan  twice 
the  length  of  the  desired  tympan  and 
fold  edge  to  edge  the  long  way,  make 
three  such  folds  about  an  inch  apart, 
then  slit  through  the  center  fold.  Your 
folds  are  bound  to  be  square  and  your 
tympan  will  draw^  square  and  true  be¬ 
cause  of  perfect  right  angles.

result  of  the  findings  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

An  important  working  tool  is  the 
Check  Back  File.  All  available  o.k.’s 
data,  memos,  etc.  are  kept  in  these  files. 

One  of  the  more  difficult  items  of 
Production  Control  to  keep  operating 
smoothly  is  that  of  Makeovers  or 
Changes  on  Job  Work.  Methods  of 
handling  this  responsibility  involve, 
among  other  things,  (a)  keeping  of  a 
live  dummy  in  the  office  and  keeping 
it  alive,  (b)  checking  proof  of  each  f 
change  made  with  the  memorandum 
authorizing  same,  and  (c)  matching  up 
changes  on  several  pages  of  copy  in  dif¬ 
ferent  signatures  (prior  to  binding)— 
to  name  just  a  few. 

The  principle  of  Waste  Control  is 
another  major  item.  Depending  on  the 
nature  of  the  job,  waste  may  be  pre¬ 
planned  or  it  may  be  computed  from 
waste  turn-in  reports.  On  long  runs, 
it  is  usually  advisable  to  gather  records 
on  the  actual  waste  and  figure  a  final 
count.  On  small  runs  coming  off  at 
night,  the  waste  can  be  computed  by 
the  pressroom.  They  need  to  know  how  . 
many  pounds  of  stock  equal  a  thousand  > 
impressions.  If  there  is  a  back-up,  other  I 
operations  of  binding  etc.  to  follow-up,  I 
information  as  to  the  amount  of  waste  I 
to  be  used  for  these  purposes  should 
be  provided  to  the  pressroom.  They  will 
then  add  this  to  their  calculation  of 
press  waste  to  arrive  at  the  final  count.  | 

As  records  and  experiences  accumu¬ 
late  over  the  months,  those  which  are 
of  management  importance  should  be  | 
written  up  and  maintained  in  a  set  of 
indexed  books.  These  should  be  kept  in 
the  planning  department  for  immediate  | 
reference.  Items  which  should  be 
brought  out  either  periodically  or  for  a  | 
specific  purpose  should  be  noted  on  a 
tickler  reminder  card  for  review  at  such 
a  time.

The  order  of  rotation  is  de¬ 
termined  when  the  printer  makes  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  press,  or  presses,  and  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  filed  in  the  general  office  of  the  com¬ 
pany  at  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey. 

Application  forms  for  the  Priority  De¬ 
livery  Assignment  were  mailed  out  to  ap¬ 
proximately  40,000  names  on  the  company’s 
mail  list  October  1st,  together  with  a  com¬ 
plete  resume  of  the  plan.  Application 
forms  are  also  available  from  the  com¬ 
pany’s  branch  offices,  or  dealers,  and  from 
any  ATF  Salesman. 

Officials  of  the  company  point  out  that 
the  plan  has  a  number  of  advantages  for 
the  potential  buyers  of  new  presses  as  well 
as  for  ATF.  Anticipating  the  heavy  de¬ 
mand  for  presses  after  the  war,  and  the  need 
for  new  equipment  to  replace  that  worn 
out  in  war  work,  the  ATF  plan  provides 
a  method  whereby  the  first  new  machines 
to  be  manufactured  will  be  made  available 
to  those  who  need  them,  and  can  anticipate 
their  needs  now.  By  ascertaining  the  prob¬ 
able  demand  for  new  presses  immediately 
after  the  war,  the  company  will  be  enabled 
to  schedule  its  production  farther  ahead 
and  can,  therefore,  get  under  way  that  much 
faster.  Knowing  what  the  probable  de¬ 
mand  will  be  for  presses  of  a  certain  kind 
and  size  will  also  enable  the  company  to 
concentrate  on  those  machines  that  are 
needed  first.
